Thoro was n negro in that 
arty and bis torturers wore masks. Mr. 
IcComb believes that there were only 
iroe men in tbe bouse and that the otb- 
ra remained outside to give tbe alarm In 
iso anybody should apporaah the place. 


He thinks part of tbe gang went to Wood 
troot, and got into a vehicle, and tbat 
10 others wont in another direction, one 
r tuoro going to tbe houso alluded to. 
ho gentleman is confident that tbe per- 
etrators of tbe outrage belong right here 
i Decatur and ho bolioves that as soon as 
bo right clue Is secured the whole party 
vill bo apprehended. Ho is very well sat- 
sflod with the work of the bloodhounds. 
]o was with thorn on the several runs 
nst night and ho Is now actively engaged 
n aiding tho officers In tbclr systematic 
nvcstlgntlon.

FAMOUS 6EECHER TRIAL RECALLED. 


Principal Incidents in the Scandal with 


Elizabeth R. Til'.onas One of the 


Causes of Brooklyn Minis- 


ter's Arraignment. 


Brooklyn, N. Y.,April 18.—Mrs. Eliza- 


beth B. Tilton, wife of Theodore Tllton, 
who gained considerable notoriety in con- 
nection with the troubles of the late 
Hoary Wu»d fieecber, died on^Tnesday 
evening at 1403 Paolflo street. 


Tbe fact of her death came to light yes 


terday when tbe death certificate was filed 
with tbe Brooklyn health department. 


Mrs. Tilton, who was (=8 years and 11 


months old, was stricken with apoplexy 
about one month ago, but her condition 
seemed to improve, and for a time hopes 
were vntortolned of her recovery. A week 
ago, however, she suffered another stroke, 
and remained unconscious until tbe end 
came. Her body was buried in Green- 
wood today. 


After the famous Boecber-TlHon trial 


Mrs. Tllton led a retired life. Her bus- 
band went to Paris, France, a few months 
later, wbero, it Is said, be Is at present. 


The news of Mrs. Tllton's death will 


bo a great surprise, even to tho people who 
lived In the Immediate neighborhood of 
her place of residence. The customary 
crepe has not been placed on the door, and 
tbe most strenuous efforts have been made 
to keep tbe matter secret. 


Mrs. 
Tilton, who ilgured so conspicu- 


ously in the Henry Ward Beeober trial, 
was tbe wife of Theodore Tllton, who 
was a stenographer in Brooklyn in 1851, 
and took down Henry Ward Beeoher's ser- 
mons In Plymouth ohurob. Tilton suc- 
ceeded Beocher In 1861 as editor-in-chief 
of tbo Independent, which was owned by 
Henry C. Bowen, one of tbe founders of 
Plymouth church. 


The married life of tbe Tiltons was un- 


happy, a*id In 1870 Mis. Tllton left her 
husband's home. Beeober was consulted 
and advised a separation. 
This advice 


caused a rupture between Becoberand Til 


ton. 
Tllton secured his infant child and 


his wife then returned to him. 
Tilton 


finally became iditor »f the Brooklyn 
Union, in which Bowen was a large 
owner 
Bowon and his editor had a fall- 


Ing out because of stories which reached 
Bowon reflecting o.n Tilton's moral char- 
acter. 


In an Interview with Boweu, Tllton 


charged Beeoher with dishonorable don- 
duct towards Mrs. Tilton 
Tilton, at 


Bowon's request, 
wrote a. letter to 


Beeohor, asking tbe latter to resign as 
pastor of Plymouth ohurob. 
Boccher 


denounced Tilton's chi.rgoB as insane, 
and refused to resign 
Subsequently Til 


ton obtained an alleged confession from 
bis wife. 
He retracted in Beoohor's proB' 


once every charge she had made. Beeoher 
and Tllton subsequently met and were 
reconciled. In 1873 Bowen, Boeohor and 
Tilton signed an agreement to bear each 
other good will in tho future. 


Humors began to spread again and 


Beoobor printed a card of denial. Tll- 
ton's name was stricken from tbe Ply- 
mouth church rolls. 
There was an 


ecclesiastical council which did nothing, 
and Tilton published an alleged confes- 
sion of Beocher. 


Tllton, in August, 1874, fom years 


after tbo wrong charged, brought bis suit, 
naming Beecber. Tbe trial was famous 
in legal annals, both for length and for 
ability of counsel engaged. Great crowds 
assembled In the court room dally. Tbe 
jury finally disagreed. 


After tbo trial Mrs Tlltou was alleged 


to have made another confession, which 
Beeoher met with another denial. 
When 


Beeohor died Mrs. Tllton expiessed tbe 
regret that she could not bnvn been taken 
Instead. Her two daughters kept bouse 
for her.

In a good many cities societies have 


been organized for tbe promotion of good 
citizenship. They disseminate good lit- 
erature, secure good speakers, and use 
different methods for promoting the ob- 
servance of tbe civic dutio" that devolve 
upon every citizen of the commonwealth. 


There are a, great many well-informed 


people wb} do not need instruction as to 
their duty to tbe state, but they do need 
some Influence and inspiration to induce 
them to discharge those duties. 


Observation teaches us that there are a 


great many intelligent people in this 
country wbo do not properly appreciate 
the value of their rights and privileges as 
citizens. Tbey are always ready to censure 
an inefficient, extravagant and corrupt 
administration, but they do nothing at 
tbe proper time to produce a better state 
of things In tbo city or tbe state. If every 
man would discharge tbe duties that de- 
volve upon him as a citizen we would 
have better municipal, state and nation- 
al administrates, better officers, 
as a 


rule, to rule over us and a better condl 
tlon of things everywhere. If every good 
citizen would throw off bis apathy and 
indifference and go to the polls and work 
for the defeat of undesirable candidates It 
would soon bo tbe case that only honest, 
and reputable citizens would be presented 
to the people as candidates for municipal, 
state and national officers. 


By voting only for candidates of recog- 


nized, approved worth and fitness, with- 
out Inquiring of what party they wore, or 
whether they were upon tbe Republican, 
Democrat or Prohibition ticket, would soon 
produce such a change as bus not been 
dreamed of. 


At present there are too many who cast 


their ballots without 
regard to 
the 


character and abilities of the candidates 
whose names are 
before them. Such 


people care more for party than they do 
for principle. 


A man's party 
should always be bis 


servant and not bis master. 
If citizens 


would agree to oast partisanship aside and 
vote only for tbe best candidate on tbo 
Hat, they would exert an influence which 
would reach the source of things and in- 
duce legislators to pass reform laws which 
would largely help to elevate and purify 
tbe civil administration 
All those objec- 


tionable and demoralizing features of 
government and politics, known as com- 
bines, rings or bosses are nothing else 
than tbe result of neglect or lack of ap- 
preciation of tbe duties of citizenship. 


Tbey are produced by indifference to 


those duties, and may be removed by at- 
tention to them. 


Is It not a fact that tbe better classes of 


tbe people are 
tyrannized by parties 


dominated by tbe worst elements of 
American citizenship? 


When u man's party stands in tbe way 


of the morals of tbe city or community 
in which he llvns, he ought to bury it, 
so fat as bo has tbo nb'Jity, beyond the 
hope of future resurrection His party may 
have done good service in tbe past, but 
lie should remember that present good 
morals is superior to present pnrty 
BUG- 


COBS. 
We cannot, as a people, afford to be 


hindered in our moral progress for tbe 
sake of perpetuating party existence. 


Party hostility must be burled, and the 


c'.ty 
ballot 
emancipated. 
Oray-balred 


'atbers and broken-he»rted mothers cry 
out for protection against municipal cor- 
ruption which has victimized their darling 
lays and blasted their fondest hopes. 
Mankind is weak,and there are thousands 
who have not tbe will to withstand temp- 
tation. 


Learnincr, in, and of Itself, neither makes 


men strong in character or In good citizen- 
ship, and good oitizenebip is not neces- 
sarily tbe rosult of It. It may increase 
ibe selfishness at tbe same time It in- 
creases tbe power of gratifying the sclf- 
sbness that is tbe opposite of patriotism. 
That learning that makes u man more 
considerate of himself and less considerate 
of bis neighbor has not made a good 
citizen. That education that takes its 
possessor out of politics and makes bim 
despise tbe struggles of his fellows has not 
nade a good citizen. To educate the in- 
lOltect, without, at tbe same time, educat- 
ng the heart, does not make a man a 
goad citizen. 
Tbe education of the in- 


tellect alone is simply beatbonlsh; and 
may be an injury, and not a blessing—a 
dwarfed plant which is destitute of nour- 
shing soil, and what fruit It bears Is un 
avoidably eapped with poison. 


Tbe education of tbe conscience is nec- 


essary to make men brave nnd true ID 
contending against municipal corruption. 
It takes some nerve to do it, A man 
without moral conviction will do nothing 
of the kind. 
It takes a soul that Is full 


to bursting with moral force to start a 
moral earthquake. Now, good men fear, 
f they meddle with municipal corruption, 
aoycottlng in business, slander, dyna- 
mite, death. 
We need men with an en- 


thusiasm which can defy them all. We 
need men of tbo temper of the reformer 
who said, "I will go to Worms If there are 
as many duvlla In tbe city as there are 
tiles on the boute-top»"—men wbo gee so 
clearly tbe evils which curse tbe commun- 
ity and the glory of reform, that they are 
willing to do something for tbe emancipa- 
tion of tbe millions and to regenerate oar 
municipal, state and national politics. 
Such enthusiasm la oontagtoua. There is 
an undeveloped heroism in most men 
which can be developed and made potent 
for good by wholesome example. 


A good citizen la a man wbo In Imbued 


with high Ideali of right, and wbo suc- 
ceed* fairly well ID realizing them in hli 
own life. Be Is a man of pence, Bober: 
discreet, chaste, honest in hi* dealings 
with hla fellow*, brave in bli defense of 
bis convictions—loving bli neighbor! ai 
himself. 


A good citizen ii a man who poneoes 


all tbe virtues named, and tbe same loy- 
alty to state as to indlfidnali; the appre- 
ciation of the state a« a great public good, 
worthy of the love and lupport of all: an 
Intelligent onderntanding of tbe princi- 
ples upon which good government Is 
based, and the doctrines of human righto; 
an acquaintance with tbe vital qnettiom 
of tbe day; a ready, obedience to law; an 
abiding affection ter bit oonntrr and ita

Hon. J. W. Wilkin Benominated at 


the Republican Convention. 


CANDIDATE CHOSEN BY ACCLAMATION 


Response by the Nominee—R. A. Lemon 


the Convention Chairman, J.W.

The Republican convention for the 


Third supreme judicial district, was held 
at the court house this afternoon, with 
all tbe counties represented. Tbe coun- 
ties composing tbe dstriot are Iroquois, 
Ford, Tazewell, Logan, McLean, Macon, 
Sungamon, Champaign, Platt, Moultrie, 
DeWltt, EUgar, Douglas, Vermilion, Liv- 
ingston ai d Coles. 


Tbe convention was called to order 


shortly after 1 o'clock by W. B. Jewell of 
VermlliDn county, chairman of the dis- 
trict committee. 
On motion of Judge 


Phillips of McLean county, Hon. R. A. 
Lemon of DeWltt county, was elected 
temporary obarman, and J. W. Kern of 
Iroquois county, was selected secretary. 


Chairman Lemon thanked the conven- 


tion for tbe honor conferred upon him, 
the duty of presiding temporarily at the 
convention which was to nominate a man 
for tbe exalted office of supreme court 
judge. 


Un motion of Judge Evans of Vermil- 


ion county, tbe delegates present were de- 
clared delegates to tbe convention with 
full power to cast the full vote of tbe 
counties represented. 


Tbe temporary organization was then 


made permanent on motion of W,, R. Jew- 
ell of Vermilion county, and Chairman 
Lemon again cook occasion to express bis 
thanks. 


Buyal Wright of Champaign county, 


offered a motion that the oonvention pro- 
ceed to nominate a candidate for supreme 
judge which was adopted. 


Isaac B. Mills of Maoon county, moved 


that Judge Jacob W. Wilkin of Vermilion 
county, be declared tbe nominee for su- 
preme judge by acclamation. 


J. J. Bird of Sangainon, a colored dele- 


gate, aioae to second tbe nomination, and 
In doing so he expressed himself as a 
great admirer of Judge Wilkin . Mr. Bird 
said Mr. Wilkin is a humanitarian, broad 
as our common country, deep as the sea 
and as high as tbe heavens, so broad, so 
deep, so high, that ha ia the first man to 
reach down and lift a member of my race 
ib the position of court reporter. 
Tnat 


man is Ubarles Smith. (Applause.) 


At tbe conclusion of Mr. Bird's speech 


ibe motion of Mr. Mills was adopted by a 
rising vote and Judge Wilkin was deolar- 
od tbe nominee amid general applause. 


Tbe chairman appointed Delegates Stor- 


ing of McLean, Wright o£ Champaign, 
and Cadwallador ol Lincoln, to present 
the nominee to the convention. 


Judge Wilkin, who was enthusiastically 


received, said In substance:."It would be 
unkind In me to inflict a speech upon 
those who have treated me so gener- 
ously this afternoon, and I will not 
do 
so. 
Mine yeara ago, April 13, 


I was first nominated for supreme judge. 
Tbe rivalry then was such as to make a 
man get up in the morning more anxious 
and uneasy than I.J did this morning. 
(Laughter.) Among the plegdes I made 
then was one that I would discharge the 
duties of thu position faithfully. 
I did 


not then fully appreciate tbe scope of that 
pledge. I have since learned that the 
duties are not easily performed; but I 
have tried to do so. If II have failed It 
has been for wont of capacity, not for lack 
of good intentions cr endeavor to meet 
the requirements. Gentlemen, I accept 
tbe nomination with peculiar satlsfao 
tion. I have tried to do my duty for nine 
years, and this renomination I regard as 
an endorsement for services performed 
I 


thank you most heartily. I do not come 
before you In any sense as a partisan; but 
I am a member of the Republican organi- 
zatln, u party with which I have affiliated 
from Lincoln down to McEinley. (Ap- 
plause.) The office of supreme judge is 
not In any sense a political office. A 
good judge cannot act in a political sense. 
A just judge in tbe discharge of bis du- 
ties should love mercy, dea! justly and 
walk humbly before his God. (Applause.) 
No political sentiment should control or 
actuate him. I am about the only man 
in Vermilion county who did not make a 
political speech In tbe la*t campaign. 


In conclusion Judge Wilkin approved 


tbe establishment of tbe supreme court at 
Springfield, but be said tbe lawyers should 
not expect too much of the court. They 
will do their best, giving the attorneys 
the privilege ot going down to tbe tavern 
and "cussing" tbe court If decisions do 
not go their way. (Laughter.) Tbe uom 
inee told a funny story on a Watseka man 
who bad a penchant for talking upon the 
tariff, and then thanked Mr. Bird for bis 
remarks.

Judge Wilkin retired while the dele,

Delegate Jewell's motion that the Re- 


publican chairman of tbo several county 
central committees In tbe third judicial 
district constitute the judicial central 
committee and tb.at the chairman of the 
committee Ibe tbe ^nmn who lives in the 
county whore tbe judges resides, was ad- 
opted. 


E. S. Smith of Sangamon county, de- 


livered a speech commending Judge Wil- 
kin's ability and personal worth, and 
suggested activity on the pn*ty of tbe 
chairmen of the various counties to get 
out the vote. 


On motion of E. C. Perkins of Logan 


county, tho convention adjourned for nine 
years. 


WHEAT NO GOOD. 


Aprit lleport un tho Condition of the 


Crop In Illinois. 


The special reports received at the office 


of the Illinois department of agriculture, 
under date of April 10, in regard to win- 
ter wheat are even more discouraging th»n 
on March 10, when tho last bulletin was 
issued. Since that time tbe continuous 
rains, followed by high water in tbe 
streams, have flooded the lowlands in 


many portions of southern nunota, to 
that what wheat was riot •winter kUl«d 
has been utterly ruined by water. 


Reports from nearly half of tbe counties 


In the state, Including almost all of tbe 
winter wheat growing counties, are to 
the effect that two-thirds of the wbea* 
seeded last fall, 1,749,000 acres, wag win- 
ter killed or destroyed by floods, and tbo 
condition of the remaining third} 588,900 
acres,is so poor that under the most favor- 
able conditions from now until harvest 
only about one-third of an average ciop 
may be espected. The outlook at this 
date Is that but little more than enough 
wheat for seed will be harvested In Illinois 
this season, and her people will have to 
depend on other state for wheat for con- 
sumption, a condition that has occurred 
but once before in the agricultural history 
of the state.

M'KINLEY 
EVOLVES A POLICY 


Belligerency to be Recognlmd and Peace 


Overtures to Follow. *• 


Washington, April 10.— Affairs in Cuba, 


so far as tbe policy of this administration 
Is concerned, are apparently approaching 
a crisis. Judge William R. Day, tbe 
president's confidential friend, will be 
receivd at the state department tomorrow 
for the express purpose of Informing him 
of tbe situation in Cuba as shown by offi- 
cial dispatches. For some reason the 
Spanish legation here does not look with 
favor upon the selection of Mr. Day. 
Minister De Lome has informed the de- 
partment that while his government fully 
recognizes tbe right of the United States 
to be represented at an investigation into 
the manner of tbe death of Dr. Ruiz, it 
doee not at all follow tbat this representa- 
tion should involve the appointment of a 
special commissioner armed wltb extroor 
dlnary powers. 


Secretary Sherman is not altogether in 


accord with tho 'proposition to send Mr. 
Day to Cuba. He believes that tbe repre 
sentative of] the department should be a 
Spanish-speaking law clerk, who could 
follow out a cross-examination to the 
proper end. Nevertheless, Mr. Day's op 
polntment has been decided upon, and, in 
spite of tbe mild protest of Minister De 
Lome he will receive a commission, which 
will give him personal protection. 


There Is no doubt remaining that the 


purpose of President MoKinley Is to de- 
pend upon Mr. Day's personal examina- 
tion almost exclusively for tbe determina- 
tion of the successive steps In the Cuban 
policy of tbe administration 
Judge Day 


will go to Havana without any specific 
instructions, but simply as tbo confiden 
tlal advisor of the president, and what 
ever his advice may be after looking over 
tbo ground it [Is pretty certain to be fol 
lowed by President MoKinley, who has 
tbe most unbounded confidence In Judga 
Day's ability and honesty tof purpose 
Tbe real aim of tbe administration is to 
secure a bloodless settlement of the Cuban 
question. 
If an opportunity is afforded 


to open negotiations with tbe insurgents 
chiefs on tbe basis of buying tbe inde 
pendence of the island Judge Day will be 
at liberty to pursue tbat course 


Those who ore In a position to know 


say tbat during his trip on the Dolphin 
last week President MoKinley was ena 
bled to give several boars of unlntemipt 
ed study to the Cuban question, and from 
this he evolved a general policy, which In 
volves sooner or later the recognition o! 
the Cubans as insurgents, and then tbe 
use of tbe good office of tbe United States 
to bring about a peace with honor botb to 
Spain and Cuba 


President MoKinley stands willing to 


pledge the credit of the United States in 
behalf of tbe Insurgents If Spain will vol- 
untarily concede their independence. It 
Is known tbat the insurgent chiefs are 
today willing to bind themselves as far as 
they can to pay Spain a reasonable propor 
tion of 'the expenses of tbe war oniqondl 
tlon of the island being made Independ- 
ent. Tho first mission of Judge Day wil 
be to determine whether tbe United States 
would be justified in guaranteeing tba 
payment by the Republic of Cuba ot this 
war claim of Spain.
